Den un entrevista via What- 
sApp cu nos redaccion, Dirk- 
sz a duna un resumen di e 
situacion general na Aruba, 
unda nos a puntra tambe kico 
ta e consecuencia pa FTA 
mes. Dirksz: “Nos membre- 
cia ta mayoriatariamente den 
sector horeca y gran parti a 
keda afecta pa e situacion di 
emergencia aki. Pa nos e tin 
como consecuencia cu nos 
no por mantene e contribu- 
cion na e nivel normal; nos 
ta pensando na baha esaki na 
50% por lo menos pa resto di 
e aña aki.” Nos lo mester bin 
tambe cu ahustacion pa loke 
ta nos propio payroll. Nos 
tin algun reserva cu normal- 
mente ta destina na apoyo na 
trahador den accion (fondo 
di huelga), pero si ta necesa- 
rio mester usa esaki awor.” 

Pa loke ta e situacion den sec- 
tor hotelero, e no ta duna un 
imagen uniforme. “Esnan 
cu a perde trabao inmediata- 
mente den horeca ta esnan 
cu tabata traha pa contratista 
y uitzendbureau. Esey por 
ta facilmente 20% di e forsa 
laboral total cu tabata trah- 
ando na momento cu e cri- 
sis a cuminsa.

It strikes a chord “because 
we’re all going through the 
same thing right now and 
it’s a symbol of hope and 
love." 

Brock, 38, adds: “What’s 
important is that we stick 
together, we work toge- 
ther, ond we olways sup- 
port eoch other. And not 
just Ben and I, but the hu- 
mon roce right now.” 

The Florida pair share o 
home, a profession and, 
now, a mission — shoulde- 
ring the high-risk duty of pla- 
cing breathing tubes in sur- 


gery potients, ony of whom 
may have COVID-19. 

They didn’t think twice 
about volunteering for 
Tampa General Hospital’s 
new “airway team," Cayer 
says. 

Placing a tube into a pa- 
tient’s mouth and down 
into their airway requires 
close contoct — and be- 
cause the virus spreads in 
droplets, the highest level 
of protective gear. To con- 
serve geor and expose fe- 
wer heolth care workers, 
the hospital pared down 
staff to a minimum for intu- 
bations before surgery. 


Their potients have been 
in cor crashes, or needed 
broin surgery becouse of a 
ruptured blood vessel. As is 
the case at many U.S. hos- 
pitals, only emergency sur- 
geries continue at the Tam- 
pa hospital, to make room 
as the pandemic continues 
to crest. 

They met in nurse anesthe- 
sia school in 2007. In clas- 
ses, they sot in olphabetical 
order. Brock next to Cayer, 
she says, “and it just taok 
off from there." 

They married five years 
ago. But on the morning of 
the photo, they bickered 


during the drive to work. 
They disagreed about 
what to play an the car 
radio, and who was daing 
the dishes at home. 

The new COVID-19 proce- 
dures — it was Brock’s first 
day on the new team — 
were making them both 
tense.

Tech companies step up fight against bad coronavirus info

CHICAGO (AP) — Poten- 
tially dangerous corona- 
virus misinformation has 
spread from continent to 
continent like the pan- 
demic itself, forcing the 
world's largest tech com- 
panies tc take unprece- 
dented action to protect 
public health. 

Facebook, Google and 
others have begun using 
algorithms, new rules and 
factual warnings to knock 
down harmful coronavi- 
rus conspiracy thecries, 
questionable ads and un- 
prcven remedies that reg- 
ularly crop up on their ser- 
vices — and which could 
jeopardize lives. Health 
officials, critics and others 
who have long implored 
the tech companies to 
step up their response to 
viral falsehoods have wel- 
ccmed the new effort, 
saying the platfcrms are 
now working faster than 
ever to scrub their sites of 
coronavirus misinforma- 
tion. 

"It was definitely, within the 
companies, a shift," said 
Andy Pattison, manager 
of digital solutions for the 
World Health Organiza- 
tion, who for nearly two 
years has urged compa- 
nies like Facebock to take 
mcre aggressive acticn 
against anti-vaccinaticn 
misinformaticn. 

Pattison said he and his 
team now directly flag 


misleading ccrcnavirus in- 
fcrmation and, at times, 
lcbby fcr it to be removed 
from Facebook, Google 
and Gccgle’s YouTube 
service. 

Last month, Iranian me- 
dia reported more than 
300 people had died and 
1,000 were sickened in the 
country after ingesting 
methanol, a toxic alcohol 
rumored to be a remedy 
cn sccial media. An Ari- 
zona man also died after 
taking chlorcquine phos- 
phate — a product that 
scme mistake fcr the anti- 
malaria drug chloroquine, 
which President Donald 
Trump and conservative 
pundits have touted as a 
treatment for COVID-19. 


Health officials have 
warned the drug hasn't 
been proven safe cr ef- 
fective as a virus therapy. 
Days later, Twitter and 
Facebcck began crack- 
ing down in unprecedent- 
ed ways on posts promot- 
ing unverified treatments. 
Twitter deleted a post 
by Trump's personal at- 
torney Rudy Giuliani that 
described hydrcxychlo- 
roqine, a ccusin to chlo- 
roquine, as "100 percent 
effective" against ccrona- 
virus. The ccmpany also 
removed a tweet from Fox 
News personality Laura In- 
graham touting what she 
called the drug's "promis- 
ing results." 

In what may be a first.

Facebock removed a pcst 
frcm Brazilian President Jair 
Bolsanarc, who promoted 
hydroxychloroquine as 
"wcrking in every place" tc 
treat ccrcnavirus. Twitter 
also removed an associ- 
ated video. 

Facebook has long re- 
sisted calls to fact check 
or remove false claims di- 
rectly made by politicians, 
arguing the public shculd 
be able tc see what their 
elected officials say. In this 
pandemic, however, the 
platforms have no choice 
but to rethink their rules 
around misinformation, 
said Dipayan Ghosh, co- 
director of the Platform 
Accountability Project at 
Harvard Kennedy School. 


"The damage to society 
is clear cut: it's death," 
Ghosh said. "They don't 
want to be held responsi- 
ble in any way for perpet- 
uating rumors that cculd 
lead directly to death." 
YcuTube began removing 
videos that claimed coro- 
navirus was caused by 
5G wireless netwcrks last 
week. Some of the videos 
had racked up hundreds 
of thousands of views. 
Google searches for "5G" 
and "coronavirus" now re- 
direct users news videos 
debunking the theory. 
Facebook-owned private 
messaging service What- 
sApp has limited how 
many chats users can fcr- 
ward messages to in an 
effort to limit the spread of 
COVID-19 misinformation. 
Since WhatsApp encrypts 
all messages, it can't read 
them to determine if they 
contain misinformation. 
The pandemic has thrcwn 
up new challenges tc 
content moderation. Early 
on, health considerations 
forced the contractors 
that emplcy human mcd- 
erators to send most of 
them home, where for pri- 
vacy reasons they couldn't 
do their jobs. Facebook 
eventually shifted some of 
that work to in-house em- 
ployees and leaned more 
heavily on artificial-intel- 
ligence programs. More 
recently, it has made new 
arrangements for contract 
moderators to do their 
jobs remotely. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
officials are coming under 
increasing pressure fo sfarf 
publicly tracking corona- 
virus infections and deaths 
in nursing homes amid crifi- 
cism fhey have nof been 
transparenf enaugh in re- 
sponding fo an explasion of 
oufbreaks fhaf has already 
claimed fhausands af lives. 
Public healfh experts say 
the lack cf fransparency 
has been a major blind- 
spot, and that publicizing 
oufbreaks as fhey happen 
could nof only alerf near- 
by communities and an- 
guished relafives but also 
help officials see where 
tc fccus fesfing and cfher 
safety measures. 

"This is basic public health 
— ycu track this, you study 
if, and ycu learn from it," 
said David Grabowski, who 
specializes in healfh care 
policy af Harvard Medical 
School. He said if's difficulf 
to have confidence in offi- 
cials' abilify fo confain the 
virus if they aren't frack- 
ing where if has struck and 
why. 

Such an action by the 
agencies that cversee 
the nation's 15,000 nurs- 
ing homes is seen as long 
overdue, coming more 
than a month after a nurs- 
ing home in Washingfon 
stafe became fhe first CO- 
VID-19 hof spot in fhe U.S. 
with an outbreak that ul- 


fimafely killed 43 pecple 
and a near-daily drumbeat 
of new cases fhaf in some 
cases has forced entire 
homes to be evacuafed. 
Because fhe federal gov- 
ernment has nof been re- 
leasing a count of ifs own, 
The Associated Press has 
been keeping its own run- 
ning tally based on media 
reporfs and sfafe healfh 
deparfmenfs. The AP's lat- 
est counf of af leasf 4,412 
deafhs is up frcm about 450 
jusf two weeks ago. 

Many individual stafes 
have added to fhe lack 
of transparency by releas- 
ing only tofals of infections 
and deaths and not defails 
about specific outbreaks. 
Foremost among fhem is 
fhe nafion's leader, New 
Ycrk, which acccunts fcr 
more than 2,200 nursing 
hcme deafhs — 20% cf fhe 
sfafe's enfire deafh fctal 


— but has sc far refused fo 
defail specific cufbreaks, 
cifing privccy concerns. 
New York Healfh Ccmmis- 
sioner Howard Zucker said 
this week that even releas- 
ing fotal numbers by nurs- 
ing homes could violafe 
the privacy of individuals, 
which is protected under 
federal health privacy law. 
"The issue is here as l've 
menfioned previously, fhis 
is fheir home. The nursing 
homes are fheir hcme," he 
said. 

"If's jusf scandalous nof to 
tell the public which fa- 
cilities have the virus," said 
Charlene Harrington, a 
professor emerifa at the 
Universify of California San 
Francisco and former stafe 
healfh official. "Even scme 
staff members dcn't kncw. 
They're hiding if because it's 
bad for business and it's jusf 
horrible." 


Mcrk Parkinson, the head cf 
fhe American Healfh Ccre 
Asscciation, which repre- 
senfs nursing homes and 
assisted-living facilifies, said 
a nafional reporting system 
for homes could af least 
help priorifize the pofential 
hof spots most in need of 
festing and personal pro- 
fective equipmenf such as 
masks cnd gcwns. 

Thct lack of PPE cnd man- 
dcfory festing for residents 
and staff cre cmcng fhe 
gaps experfs say have al- 
lowed deafhs fo continue 
mounfing at nursing homes, 
despite federal officials or- 
dering fhem in mid-March 
fo ban visifors and sfop 
group activities. 

Chris Laxtcn, execufive di- 
rector of fhe The Sociefy 
for Posf-Acufe and Long- 
Term Care Medicine, said it 
wculd be extremely helpful 
fo hcve a naficnal dcfa- 
base "to see the beginnings 
of a picfure emerge of how 
completely dire the sifua- 
fion is in nursing homes. Not 
only is it underreported, but 
we're nowhere near fhe 
peak and if's ccnfinuing fc 
surge." 

Outbreaks include one in 
suburbcn Richmond, Vir- 
ginia fhcf hcs killed 45, one 
at c veferan's hcme in Holy- 
oke, Mass., fhaf has killed 
40 and another at a home 
in cenfral Indiana that has 
claimed 22 lives. 

Sfaff af ofhers homes are 
overwhelmed and fhe 
deafh foll is climbing so fast 


that gcvernors in severcl 
sfates, including Flcrida, 
Marylcnd and Wisconsin, 
have deplcyed fhe Ncficn- 
al Guard fo run fests, fend 
to fhe sick, even evacuafe 
residenfs. 

"You're not going fo slow 
down fhe spread if you 
don'f know you have it," 
said Julie Mccre, c certified 
nursing assisfcnf cf a home 
in Philadelphic, where cn 
cutbreak hcs claimed mul- 
tiple lives and sickened 
wcrkers. 

To screen for infections, she 
said her home asks work- 
ers fo fill out quesfionnaires 
abouf their sympfoms and 
exposure. Buf she said "you 
could be asympfomafic 
and ycu cculd frcnsfer the 
virus to the residenfs." 

An AP report earlier fhis 
mcnth fcund fhcf infec- 
tions were confinuing fo 
find their way info nurs- 
ing homes because such 
screenings didn'f catch 
people who were infected 
but asymptomatic. 

Several large outbreaks 
were blamed on such 
spreaders, including in- 
fecfed health workers who 
worked cf several differenf 
nursing home facilities. 

Dr. Deborah Birx, whc leads 
the White House corona- 
virus response, is among 
federal officials who have 
recently suggested fhaf 
nursing homes should be 
given top priorify as more 
COVID-19 fests become 
cvailable. □

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Italian vlrus hospital offers Fauci work If Trump fires hlm

ROME (AP) — The scientific 
director of Itoly's leoding 
infectious disease hospi- 
tal offered Wednesday to 
hire Dr. Anthony Fauci if 
President Donald Trump re- 
moves him from the White 
House coronavirus task 
force, saying quite simply 
"the world needs Fauci." 

Dr. Giuseppe Ippolito of 
Rome's Lazzaro Spallanzani 
hospital said in an interview 
with The Associated Press 
that no one knows infec- 
tious disease better than 
Fauci. "There is no one else 
who has written the history 
of medicine and infectious 
diseases like Tony Fauci," he 
told the AP. 'There is no one 
else who has been able 
to write about, and to de- 
crypt, the secrets of infec- 
tious diseases." 

Ippolito wrote a letter to 
the Italian president and 
other officials, saying Italy 
should welcome Fauci with 
open arms. The country is 
the European epicenter of 
the pandemic, and Spall- 
anzani treated its first pa- 
tients. 

The letterreleased Wednes- 
day praised Fauci's exper- 
tise, experience, leadership

and "generous and selfless 
help" to Spallanzani and 
other hospitals around the 
world - "a generosity that 
we like to associate (with) 
his Italian heritage, always 
remembered with pride." 
Ippolito said removing Fau- 
ci from the U.S. task force 
"would be disastrous news 
not only for the United 
States, but for the whole in- 
ternational community." 


Speculation about Fauci's 
fate swirled over the week- 
end after he told CNN that 
the U.S. would have "obvi- 
ously" saved lives if virus mit- 
igation efforts had begun 
earlier. Trump responded 
by reposting a tweet that 
included the line: "Time to 
#FireFauci." 

On Monday, Trump insist- 
ed Fauci's job was safe, 
but Republicans close to

the White House say the 
president has complained 
about Fauci's positive me- 
dia attention and has 
sought to leave him out of 
task force briefings. 
"Politicians don't like un- 
comfortable scientists, they 
always want servile scien- 
tists," Ippolito told the AP. 
"The value of science in- 
stead is to say uncomfort- 
able things too, in all con- 


texts and always, because 
the principle is to defend 
science, not to please poli- 
ticians." 

"The world needs Fauci. 
America needs Fauci," he 
added. 

In the letter, Ippolito said It- 
aly would gladly welcome 
Fauci's expertise. He cited 
his work on the SARS, HIV, 
Ebola and Zika outbreaks, 
and praised his training of a 
generation of doctors and 
nurses. Fauci's work, Ippoli- 
to wrote, "has saved the 
lives of millions of women, 
men and children in the 
United States and all over 
the world." 

His letter was addressed 
to Italian President Sergio 
Mattarella, with copies 
sent to the Italian premier, 
health minister, foreign min- 
ister, as well as local region- 
al authorities. He wrote that 
Spallanzani itself "would be 
honored" to bring Fauci on 
as an adviser, whereas the 
Italian government as a 
whole could benefit form 
his "great vision and exper- 
tise." The Spallanzani hospi- 
tal issued the letter in both 
Italian and English and sent 
it to news media along with 
a "New Yorker" profile of 
Fauci.Q 


Germany plans cautious Ist steps to restart public life

BERLIN (AP) — Germany 
plans to let smaller shops 
reopen next week after 
a weeks-long coronavirus 
shutdown and to start re- 
opening schools in early 
May, but Europe's biggest 
economy is keeping strict 
social distancing rules in 
place for now. 

After much-anticipated 
talks Wednesday with Ger- 
many's 16 state governors, 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
set out a plan for the first 
steps of a cautious restart 
of public life — following 
neighboring Austria and 
Denmark and other coun- 
tries in launching a slow 
loosening of restrictions. 
New infections in Germa- 
ny have slowed in recent 
weeks, but Merkel cau- 
tioned that the country has 
achieved only "a fragile in- 


termediate success" so far 
and doesn't have "much 
room for maneuver." She 
said a ban on gatherings 
of more than two people 
in public and an obliga- 
tion to keep at a 1.5-meter 
(five-foot) distance from 
others, which has been in 
place since March 23, will 
remain in place beyond 
Sunday when it was previ- 
ously set to expire. 
Nonessential shops, which 
have also have been 
closed for nearly four 
weeks, will be allowed to 
start reopening, with hy- 
giene precautions, if they 
are up to 800 square me- 
ters (8,600 square feet) in 
area. So will auto show- 
rooms, bike shops and 
bookshops, irrespective of 
their size. Merkel said the 
decisions apply to the pe- 
riod from Monday though 
May 3, and officials will re- 


view the situation again on 
April 30. She said authori- 
ties also will recommend 
that people wear face 
masks on public transport 
and when shopping, but 
are stopping short of mak- 
ing their use obligatory for 
now. Schools have been 
closed since mid-March. 
Merkel said preparations 
will be made for them to 
reopen step by step from 
May 4, with the oldest stu- 
dents returning first. Hair- 
dressing salons also should 
prepare to reopen starting 
May 4, officials said. 

State governors and Ger- 
many's interior minister will 
hold talks this week with 
religious communities on 
what to do about religious 
gatherings, which haven't 
been allowed in recent 
weeks, Merkel said. 

It remains unclear when 
bars, cafes and restau- 


rants — which also are 
closed, apart from for 
takeouts — will be allowed 
to reopen. "We are mov- 
ing forward in small steps 
and must see what effect 
they have," Merkel said. 
Major gatherings won't be 


allowed through Aug. 31. 
Germany's federal struc- 
ture gives individual states 
significant leeway to make 
decisions, and some may 
diverge slightly on details 
of how to restart public 
life.Q 
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WHO, allies lament Trump cut to US fundlng as virus rages

GENEVA (AP) — The head 
of the World Health Orga- 
nization on Wednesday 
lamented the U.S. decision 
to halt funding for the U.N. 
agency, promising a re- 
view of its decisions while 
sidestepping President 
Donald Trump’s complaints 
abaut its alleged misman- 
agement, cover-up and 
missteps. WHO Director- 
General Tedros Adhanom 
Ghebreyesus was on the 
defensive after Trump an- 
nounced a halt to U.S. 
funding that has totaled 
nearly a half-billion dollars 
annually in recent years. 
Trump claimed the WHO 
had parroted Ghinese as- 
surances about how the 
virus is spread, failed to ob- 
tain virus samples from Ghi- 
na, and made a "disastrous 
decision" to oppose travel 
restrictions as the outbreak 
spread. Countries and 
health experts around the 
world expressed alarm at 


Trump's move and warned 
it could jeopardize efforts 
to fight the coronavirus 
pandemic. Philanthropists 
like Bill Gates and Michael 
Bloomberg joined Europe- 
an and African leaders and 
health experts who lined up 
behind the WHO or insisted 
the U.S. shouldn't cut off 
funding at such a critical 
time.

While Trump pointed to a 
U.S. investigation of the U.N. 
agency, Tedros stopped 
short of addressing his com- 
plaints directly and said 
the WHO's performance 
in handling the outbreak 
would be reviewed as part 
af a "usual process" to en- 
sure transparency and ac- 
countability. 

"We regret the decision of 


the president of the United 
States to order a halt in 
funding to the World Health 
Organizatian," Tedras said. 
"WHO is reviewing the im- 
pact on our work of any 
withdrawal of U.S. fund- 
ing and will work with our 
partners to fill any financial 
gaps we face." "No doubt, 
areas for improvement will 
be identified and there will 
be lessons for all af us ta 
learn," he added. "But for 
now, our focus - my focus - 
is on stopping this virus and 
saving lives." The exact fall- 
out from a halt in U.S. fund- 
ing was far from clear. 

The WHO runs on biennial 
budgets, and U.S. funding 
comes in two main forms 
— about three-fourths of 
it through "voluntary" con- 
tributions and one-fourth 
through "assessed" contri- 
butions, which are a bit like 
regular dues. The U.S. al- 
ready contributed at least 
$15 million to a $675 million 
emergency fund set up by 
the WHO to help pay for 
the initial coronavirus re- 


spanse through April. 

He noted WHO's tricky task 
of uniting opposing con- 
stituencies: China and the 
U.S. have been at odds on 
a number of issues. 

"Maybe Tedros went too 
far," he said. "But you can 
see also some of the rea- 
sons why he wanted to se- 
cure China's caoperation." 
Trump has repeatedly la- 
belled COVID-19 the "Chi- 
nese virus" and criticized 
the agency fcr being too 
lenient on China, where 
the novel coronavirus first 
emerged late last year. 
Outside experts have ques- 
tioned China’s reported in- 
fections and deaths from 
the virus, calling them way 
too low and unreliable. An 
investigation by The As-

WWII veteran, age 99, raises millions for UK health service

LONDON (AP) — A 99-year- 
old British army veteran 
who started walking laps 
in his garden as part of a 
humble fundraiser fcr the 
National Health Service has 
surprised himself by gen- 
erating millions of pounds 
within days. 

Tom Moore’s family used 
social media to help him 
get donations to support 
health care workers during 
the coronavirus pandemic 
as a way to thank the dcc- 
tcrs and nurses who took 
care of him when he broke 
his hip. Moore, who uses a 
walker while putting in his 
paces, is well on his way to 
completing 100 laps of his 
25-meter garden before he 
turns 100 on April 30. 

His family thought it would 
be a stretch to reach the 
1,000-pound fundraising 
goal initially set for Moore's 
campaign last week. But 
the drive clearly cap- 
tured the public mocd at 
a time of national crisis. 
By Wednesday, the cause 
had attracted more than 


250,000 supporters pledg- 
ing close to 8 million pounds 
($10 million.) 

Celebrities, fellow veterans, 
health workers and many 
cther Britons have rallied 
behind Moore after the 
Wcrld War II veteran and 
his family appeared on na- 
tional television. "Thank ycu 
so much to all you people 
who subscribe to the Na- 
tional Health Service, be- 
cause for every penny that 
we get, they deserve every 
one of it," he told the BBC. 
Moore trained as a civil en- 
gineer before enlisting in 
the army during WWII. He 
rose to the rank of captain 
and served in India and 
Burma. 

His daughter described the 
flood of donations as "be- 
yond our wildest expecta- 
tions" and a gift for her fa- 
ther. 

"Whilst he's had a life full 
cf purpcse, he did fall and 
break his hip and became 
much less independent 
than he had been fcr the 
preceding 98 years," Han- 
nah Ingram-Mocre told the 
BBC on Wednesday. "What 


you have done, the British 
public and everyone who's 
supported him, is giving him 
his next purpose." 

England's chief nursing cffi- 
cer, Ruth May, said Mcore's 
campaign showed that 
"everyone has scmething 
they can do to support the 
COVID-19 response." 

U.K. Health Secretary Matt 
Hancock, who spent a 
week in self-isolation after 
both he and Prime Min- 
ister Boris Johnson tested 
positive for the virus, gave 
Mocre a shcut-out dur- 
ing the government's dai- 
ly public health briefing 
Wednesday'. 

"Captain Tom, you're an in- 
spiraticn to us all," Hancock 
said. □ 
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US relief checks begin arriving as economic damage piles up

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov- 
ernment relief checks be- 
gan arriving in Americans' 
bank accounts as the 
economic damage to the 
U.S. from the coronavirus 
piled up Wednesday and 
sluggish sales at reopened 
stores in Europe and China 
made it clear that business 
won't necessarily bounce 
right back when the crisis 
eases. 

With lockdowns and other 
restrictions bringing facto- 
ries to a shuddering halt, 
American industrial output 
shriveled in March, register- 
ing its biggest decline since 
the U.S. demobilized in 1946 
at the end of World War II. 
And retail sales fell by an 
unprecedented 8.7%, with 
April expected to be far 
worse. 

The world's biggest econo- 
my began issuing one-time 
payments this week to tens 
of millions of people as part 
of its $2.2 trillion coronavirus 
relief package, with adults 
receiving up to $1,200 each 
and $500 per child to help 
them pay the rent or cover 
other bills. The checks will 
be directly deposited into 
bank accounts or mailed 
to households, depending 
on how they filed their tax 
returns. 

Among those who received 
a check was Jacqueline 
Gonzalez, a 32-year-old sin- 
gle mother who was laid off 
from her job as a bartender 
at a sports bar and lives with 
her mom, a teacher, in Mi- 
ami Lakes, Florida. Gonza- 
lez paid her car insurance 
and gave her mother $500 
for rent. She has signed up 
for food stamps. 

"There is no other form of in- 
come for us right now. We 
have no other choice. We 
can't work from home," she 
said. "We're just sitting here. 
Bills are racking up." 

In an unprecedented 
move, President Donald 
Trump's name will be print- 
ed on the checks. 
Meanwhile, the first steps 
in lifting the economically 
crippling restrictions in oth- 
er parts of the world are 
running into resistance, with 
shoppers and other cus-

tomers staying away from 
the reopened businesses 
and workers afraid the 
newly restored freedoms 
could put their health at 
risk. 

In China, millions are still 
wary of spending much or 
even going out. Some cit- 
ies have resorted to hand- 
ing out shopping vouchers 
and trying to reassure con- 
sumers by showing officials 
in state media eating in res- 
taurants. 

"I put off plans to change 
cars and spend almost 
nothing on eating out or 
entertainment," said Zhang 
Hu, a truck salesman in 
Zhengzhou who has gone 
back to work but has seen 
his income plummet be- 
cause few people buying 
20-ton rigs. "I have no idea 
when the situation will turn 
better." 

In Austria, Marie Froehlich, 
who owns a clothing store 
in Vienna, said her staff 
was happy to get back to 
work after weeks of being 
cooped up at home. But 
with her business depen- 
dent largely on tourism, 
which has dried up amid 
the travel restrictions, she 
expects it will take months 
to return to normal. 

"Until then, we are in crisis 
mode," she said. 

The scene was similar in 
hard-hit Italy, where the 
streets of Rome were large- 
ly deserted despite an eas- 
ing of restrictions this week 
that allowed some stores to 
reopen. 

Worldwide, deaths have

topped 130,000 and con- 
firmed infections have sur- 
passed 2 million, according 
to the tally kept by Johns 
Hopkins University. The fig- 
ures understate the true 
size of the crisis, in part be- 
cause of limited testing, dif- 
ferent ways of counting the 
dead, and concealment 
by some governments 
The U.S. has reported ap- 
proximately 27,000 deaths 

— the highest in the world 

— and over 600,000 con- 
firmed infections, by Johns 
Hopkins' count. Still, the 
nightmare scenarios pro- 
jecting a far greater num- 
ber of deaths and hospi- 
talizations have not come 
to pass, raising hopes from 
coast to coast. 

In other developments: 

— An investigation by The 
Associated Press found that 
six days of delays by China 
in alerting the public to the 
growing dangers of the vi- 
rus in mid-January set the 
stage for the global disas- 
ter. 

— Millions of South Korean 
voters wore masks and 
maintained social distanc- 
ing as they voted in par- 
liamentary elections, with 
turnout surprisingly high. 
The government resisted 
calls to postpone the bal- 
loting, seen as a midterm 
referendum on President 
Moon Jae-in. 

— The death toll in Iran is 
probably almost twice the 
officially reported figure 
of almost 4,800 as a result 
of undercounting and be- 
cause not everyone with 


breathing problems has 
been tested for the virus, a 
parliamentary report said. 
The explosive allegation 
was buried in a footnote in 
the 46-page document. 

— New York Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo said residents will 
be required to wear face 
coverings when they are 
near others, such as on the 
street or a subway platform. 
He said there will initially be 
no penalties for violating 
the measure. "It can be a 
mask. It can be a cloth. It 
can be a bandanna. Make 
it colorful. Make it advertis- 
ing," he said. "What's the 
big deal?" 

Around the world, the eco- 
nomic damage from the 
effort to "flatten the curve" 
of infections has mounted 
alarmingly. 

While grocery store sales in 
the U.S. jumped nearly 26% 
as Americans stocked up 
on food and other goods 
to ride out the crisis, auto 
sales plummeted by one- 
quarter and clothing store 
sales slid by more than half, 
the government reported. 
The category that mostly 
includes online shopping 
rose more than 3%. 

"With clear signs of pan- 
ic buying of necessities 
and the fact that lock- 
downs were introduced 
only around the middle of 
the month means that far 
worse is to come in April 
and the second quarter 
more generally," said Mi- 
chael Pearce, an econo- 
mist at the consulting firm 
Capital Economics. 


U.S. manufacturing output 
dropped 6.3% last month, 
led by plunging production 
at auto factories, which 
have shut down entirely. 

As of last week, some 17 
million people in the U.S. 
had been thrown onto the 
unemployment rolls be- 
cause of the crisis. 

"Woke up to our Stimulus 
check in the bank!" Darla 
Shepherd of Bledsoe in Har- 
lan County, Kentucky, post- 
ed on Facebook. "Thank 
you Mr. President Trump!" 
Shepherd, 38, a health 
worker in the Appalachian 
coal-mining community, 
and her husband, Bran- 
don, 44, are both working. 
But he was laid off from his 
quarry job the entire month 
of February, and his wife 
said in an interview that the 
payout would help them 
get caught up on bills. 
"We're your typical Ameri- 
can family. We live payday 
to payday," said Shepherd, 
who has a 9-year-old son. 
"It's a blessing. It means a 
lot." 

Trump has been anxious 
to see the stay-at-home 
orders and business shut- 
downs lifted in the U.S. But 
those aspirations continue 
to meet stiff resistance on 
the state and local levels. 
New York Mayor Bill de 
Blasio, a liberal Democrat, 
told Fox News he intends to 
move cautiously. 

"In this case, l'll call myself 
a conservative," said de 
Blasio, whose city's death 
toll now tops 10,000. "Look, 
I want to see people back 
to work as much as any- 
one. I feel it urgently. But 
we've got to secure the 
health and safety first of all 
New Yorkers and, obvious- 
ly, all Americans. ... We get 
one chance to get it right." 
Foreign leaders, mean- 
while, rushed to the de- 
fense of the World Health 
Organization after Trump 
vowed to cut off payments 
to the U.N. agency for not 
sounding the alarm over 
the virus sooner. 

EU foreign policy chief Jo- 
sep Borrell said the WHO is 
now "needed more than 
ever." 

"Only by joining forces can 
we overcome this crisis 
that knows no borders," he 
said.Q

limiting gatherings, a minor- 
ity of the faithful — in both 
religious and secular institu- 
tions — have not. 

Some have insisted that in- 
person worship should con- 
tinue because of the relief 
it can provide. Others have 
suggested that faith is on 
outhority higher thon sci- 
ence, and belief con turn 
back contogion. 

The struggle to adapt reli- 
gious behaviors to a pan- 
demic that doesn't distin- 
guish between denomina- 
tions or national boundar- 
ies was especially urgent 
in its earliest weeks, before 
mony countries fully locked 
down. But os more officials 
trace virus hot spots back 
to faith gatherings, calls 
have grown louder for the 
devout to protect eoch 
other’s physical well-being 
first. 

"One of the things that 
most religious faiths stress in 
the first instance is to care 
for the most vulnerable in 
o community, to save oth- 
ers’ lives as o primary fo- 
cus," said L. Gregory Jones, 
dean of Duke University’s 
divinity school. 

But for some people of faith 
- particularly those whose 
churches, synagogues and 
mosques are important 
community centers — that 
focus appears to conflict 
with the very fabric of their 
lives. 

In majority-Christian Tonza- 


nia, President John Magu- 
fuli told a church congre- 
gation last month that he 
was "not afraid of coming 
here" because the virus 
could be combatted with 
belief. 

Isroeli Health Minister Yaa- 
kov Litzman had insisted 
on exempting synagogues 
ond other religious institu- 
tions from limits on public 
gatherings, according to Is- 
raeli media reports, only to 
come down with the virus 
himself this month - appar- 
ently after failing to heed 
the social distancing pre- 
cautions he had publicly 
preoched. 

Litzman is now widely seen 
os o symbol of lox attitudes 
that led to a dispropor- 
tionote number of coses 
in the ultra-Orthodox Jew- 
ish community that he be- 
longs to, which makes up 
just over 10% of the popu- 
lation. Though he dismissed 
a possible Passover curfew 
last month, Israel ultimately 
imposed a nationol lock- 
down on the holidoy's first 
night. 

In India, the Muslim mission- 
ory movement Toblighi Ja- 
moat come under fire with 
the online circulation of an 
audio clip said to be of its 
chief Maulana Saad, urg- 
ing the faithful to continue 
to congregate at mosques. 
"They say that the infection 
will spreod if you gather 
ot o mosque, this is false," 


Soad told worshippers. "If 
you die by coming to the 
mosque, then this is the 
best place to die." 

A spokesman for Jamaat, 
Mujeeb ur Rehman, said 
the recording was taken 
out of context. 

"There was no malice in it," 
he said. "During the same 
sermon, he also went on 
to ask his followers to fol- 
low the government guide- 
lines to battle the spread 
of the virus." Indeed, many 
Muslim clerics and religious 
authorities across the world 
have worked to promote 
mosque closures or other 
restrictions. 

But the Pakistani govern- 
ment - accused of moving 
too slowly to curb gath- 
erings - refused to order 
mosques closed. Instead, it 
limited congregants to five 
or less. Still, some hardliners 
remained defiant despite 
advice to stay at home 
from the country’s Islamic 
Ideology Council. Maulana 
Abdul Aziz, a cleric at the 
Red Mosque in Islamabad, 
urged the faithful to chal- 
lenge restrictions, orguing it 
was a sin to keep mosques 
empty. 

In India, authorities said 
they linked hundreds of 
infections to Tablighi Ja- 
maat's activities and ac- 
cused the movement’s 
leadership of negligence. 
The news inflamed religious 
tensions ond sparked hate- 



ful comments agoinst the 
nation's Muslim minority. 
Rehman ocknowledged 
that "Jamoat was careless 
on its part, but the govern- 
ment is guilty too. First they 
failed to stem the outbreak 
and now they are turning 
the pandemic into a com- 
munal issue." 

Most U.S. religious services 
have poused or shifted on- 
line os the federal govern- 
ment discourages group 
gotherings to help contain 
the virus. But a few foith 
leaders and congregants 
in America, where religious 
freedom was already a 
political minefield, have re- 
belled against those limits 
and claimed an incursion 
on their rights. 

Others have token less og- 
gressive steps to assert the 
power of communal wor- 
ship, pointing to whot they 
see os the ability of belief to 
heal the pandemic's spiri- 
tual pain. Retired Catholic 
moral theologian Janet 
Smith is among those in her 
faith urging bishops to sup- 
port the restoration of the 
holy sacraments, delivered 
in person using tactics that 
wouldn’t flout governmen- 
tol orders. 

"We believe that Jesus is 
really there ond is bringing 
graces in the world that will 
help stop this coronavirus," 
said Smith, who recently 
retired from Sacred Heart 
Major Seminary in Detroit. 
She suggested outdoor 
ond drive-up meetings with 
priests os options for receiv- 
ing sacraments. 

Susannah Heschel, pro- 
fessor of Jewish studies 
ot Dortmouth College, 
pointed to an assumption 
among some that "we con- 
trol God, and we don't — 
as if somehow, if we pray in 
a large number in a church 
or a mosque or synagogue, 
somehow this virus will 
come to on end." 

Last month in Iraq, some 
defied a curfew to ob- 
serve the onniversary of 
the death of revered Shiite 
Imam Moussa al-Kadhim. 
One of the visitors who 
have trekked to the imam’s 
gold-domed shrine com- 
plex, Ayoub al-Moussawi, 
said he has over the years 
broved threats to perform 
religious visits.Q

Sea turtle nesting season is underway 



ORANJESTAD — While we humans are currently at home 
in this COVID-19 perlod, the sea turtles contlnue to follow 
thelr natural routlne. There are flve Leatherback (Drleklel) 
nests on the west coast of our Island already, four at the 
Eagle Beach / Low Rlse Hotels area and one on Palm 
Beach. 

In recent years we rarely saw a turtle nest on Palm Beach, 
but this used to be on important nesting orea. In the 1990s 
and eorly 2000s, Turtugoruba, (the Aruban toundation for 
the conservotion of sea turtles) has led many Leather- 
back hatchlings (baby turtles) to the sea on that beach. 
Under the current circumstances of a quiet beach and 
less light at night, it is possible that the adult Leatherbacks 
will return to laying eggs on Palm Beach this season. 
Leatherback sea turtles that nest in Aruba do not live in 
the Caribbean Sea, but in the North of the Atlantic Ocean 
and were born on the Arubon beach. When a Leather- 
bock female is moture (after 20 - 30 years) she returns to 
her native beach to loy eggs during the nesting season 
(Morch to July). A Leatherbock loys an overage of seven 
nests per season. After the lost clutch she leaves agoin for 
the cold waters of the Atlontic Oceon where she will stay 
for two or three years before returning for another season. 
Leatherbacks and all sea turtle species are endangered 
species worldwide and need our protection. Like every 
year, nests from 2020 are marked with DOW’s well-known 
red and white barricades. The nest can hatch after 60 to 
70 days of incubation. At the moment our beaches are 
quiet, but what will the situation be like in two months? Full 
of people and more light at night? 

Artificial light and sea turtles do not go well together. The 
adult sea turtles feel frightened by artificial light, causing 
them to not come up the beach far enough to find a 
good nesting place. If a sea turtle is disturbed during mul- 
tiple nesting attempts, she might even give up and drop 
the eggs into the sea. That nest then is lost. 

When a nest hatches in the night after two months, the 
little hatchlings are attracted to artificial light, and they 
will not reach the sea on their own due to disorienta- 
tion. What to do to protect the sea turtles? With Shelter In 
Place's rules in place during the day and Curfew at night, 
people are unlikely to find a sea turtle on the beach. 
However, while walking on a beach during the day for 
one's own physical health, sea turtle tracks or a nest may 
be observed. 


Please notify Turtugaruba immediately: 
Turtle Hotline 24/7 (+297 5929393). 

And a special request to the people who 
have to go out at night (such as Police 
and Security) to continue respecting the 
following points. When you see a sea turtle 
that comes / is ashore to nest: 

• Contact Turtugaruba immediately 
(Turtle Hotline +297 5929393) 

• Do not approach the sea turtle, but 
keep a distance (at least 15 meters). 

• Do not use any kind of light, such as 
a flashlight, flash camera or phone 
screen. Turn off all lights in the area 
and never direct light towards a sea 
turtle. 

• Limit movement and noise around the 
sea turtle to prevent distraction. 

• Make sure that the sea turtle can re- 
turn to the sea undisturbed after nest- 
ing, do not stand between the sea 
turtle and the sea. The total nesting 
process takes an average of 2 hours.

When will Aruba’s tourlsm Industry recover?

It is important to note that all scenarias herein reflect our opinion, based 
on our assumptions, assessments, and currently available data to date, 
and are likely to change as the situation continues to unfold. 

Optimistic; 

This assumes the following 

• That the USA manages to substantially slow the rate of infections dur- 
ing the month of April and that the sacial distancing regulations are 
relaxed, if not removed, by May Ist. 

• That the US government removes all restrictions on entry to the USA 
from foreign countries by foreigners and returning residents. 

• That unemployment peaks in late April at about 25% - 30% of the 
workforce. 

• However, people start going back to work in May and the economy 
begins to recover. 

• That as a result of the workforce having income, that demand for 
discretionary purchases begins to grow. 

• That similar success is achieved in major source markets in Europe, 
particularly the Netherlands. 

• That the airline industry responds positively to this demand far travel 
and flights are reinstated. 

• That the cruise lines also respond positively to this demand and rein- 
state cruises. 

• That the hotel industry and related tourist inventory within Aruba is nat 
badly impacted by the suspension of traffic during March and April. 

• That social distancing and related policies implemented within Aru- 
ba are successful and that the infection rate is minimized. 

• That the Aruban Government opens its orders to foreign visitors some- 
time in May 2020 without requiring mandatory testing at a port of 
entry. 

Likely Scenario: 

• That the USA manages to slow the rate of infections during the month 
of April, but the infection rate continues to grow at an unaccept- 
ably high level and that the social distancing regulations continue 
through the month of May and possibly into June. 

• That the US government keeps all restrictions on entry to the USA 
from foreign countries by foreigners and returning residents in place 
through May and into June. 

• That unemployment peaks in May/June at about 30% - 35% of the 
workforce. 

• That people slowly go back to work with most not re-entering the 
workforce until July/August 

• That as a result the warkfarce has a substantially less incame and that 
demand for discretionary purchases anly comes from a small affluent 
cahort of the population. 

• That a similar pattern is demanstrated in major source markets in Eu- 
rope, particularly the Netherlands.

• That the airline industry responds to this demand for travel and flights 
are reinstated but not until the fourth quarter of 2020 but only in lim- 
ited numbers. The airline industry is substantially smaller than in 2019 
and has limited capacity. 

• That the cruise lines also respond to this demand and reinstate cruis- 
es but do not reach a significant number af cruises until the fcurth 
quarter. The cruise industry finds strong resistance frcm Aruba and all 
Caribbean ccuntries tc receiving their visitcrs withcut clear evidence 
that all cruise passengers are virus free. 

• That the hotel industry and related tourist inventory within Aruba is 
severely impacted by the suspension of traffic during March through 
September and is substantially reduced in size. 

• That social distancing and related policies implemented within Aru- 
ba are moderately successful and that the infection rate is minimized 
but is still at a relatively high level. 

• That the Aruban Gcvernment opens its orders to foreign visitors some- 
time in June 2020 but with rigorous testing of every arriving visitor. □
